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Lady Vees make history 

Soccer squad nabs first home play-off win in LU history

Wednesday October 26th 
marked a very special 
day for the Lady Vees 
soccer program as they hosted 
their first ever home playoff 
game. And the Lady Vees would 
not disappoint as they came 
away with a 1-0 nail-biter win 
versus the Guelph Gryphons. 

Both teams fought to stay 
warm as the conditions were less 
then welcoming, but as the game 
got going so did the intensity of 
the play. 

Play began rather slow for 
both teams, with each team hav- 
ing some opportunities. But it 
was not until the second half 
when the Lady Vees increased 
their pressure and kept the major- 
ity of the play in the Guelph end. 

It was in the 44th minute of 
the second half that the Lady 
Vees found the back of the net. 
Erica Duczeminski (Sudbury, 
Ont) put a ball on net that the 
Guelph keeper couldn't handle 
and with a scramble in front 
rookie Lady Vee Krista Pantin 
(Mississauga, Ont.) put it in. 

The Lady Vees played out 
the remainder of the game with 
cautious optimism as they con- 
trolled the defensive end and 
continued to send Guelph balls 
back into the midfield, anxiously 
awaiting the referees final whis- 
tle. 

"We did not play exception- 
ally well today, we scrambled at 
times for control," said Head 
Coach Rob Gallo, after the game. 
"I am happy we came away with 
the win, but we will need to be

more on our game for the next 
round. Erica played big for us yet 
again controlling the midfield, 
this was a whole team effort." 

The Lady Vees will play 
their next playoff game on the 
road in St, Catherines on 
Saturday October 29th at 1 p.m. 
versus the Brock Badgers who 
finished 1st in the south division. 

The Lady Vees came away 
with a 1-1 tie on September 25th 
when they played Brock at home. 



The Lady Vees who finished 2nd 
in the north division will be more 
than ready for the challenge. 

Alas, the stars were just not 
aligned for the team to advance 
any further. In the Ontario 
University Athletics (OUA) quar- 
ter finals, the Brock Badgers 
defeated the Lady Vees 1 - 0.

SG A/AGE voters have spoken

The results are in, and 
Lindsay Wye has been 
declared the winner of the 
SGA/AGE bi-election for the 
position of VP-Issues. 

Wye, who posted the best 
resuhs at all four of the polls, net- 
ted 285 votes for the victory. The 
runner-up was Kevin Mason, 
with 192 votes, followed by Neil 
Pearson and Jordan Glass with 96 
and 87 votes respectively. 

Of the 285 votes received for 
Wye, she grabbed 25 at the Phys 
Ed poll, 31 at Science II, 100 on 
Student Street, and 129 at the 
Great Hall. Mason received 10 at 
Phys Ed, 30 at Science II (only 
one behind Wye), 44 on Student 
Street, and 108 at the Great Hall. 
A total of four people voted for 
Pearson at Phys Ed, who 
received 14 votes at Science II, 
17 on. Student Street, and 96 at 
the Great Hall. Of the votes 
received for Glass, two came 
from Phys Ed, six from Science 
II, 41 from Student Street, and 
another 87 from the Great Hall 
poll. 

Unfortunately, only an esti- 
mated 13.5 percent of the eligible 
voters cast a ballot in the bi-elec- 
tion, short of the 1 5 percent need- 
ed for quorum. As such, the posi- 
tion of VP-Issues will have to be 
filled by appointment. However, 
the SGA/AGE Executive was 
expected to put forward a motion 
at its meeting of November 2nd 
to appoint Wye to the position of 
VP-Issues, based on the outcome 
of the bi-election. At that point, it

would be up to the SGA/AGE 
Board of Directors to make the 
final decision as to who will 
assume the position. 

Despite the fact that she will 
have to wait to see of the board 
appoints her to the position. Wye 
was thrilled by the results. 

"I'm really excited, and I am 
looking forward to working with 
students to make student life as 
good as possible," Wye stated. 
Should she receive the approval 
of the board, Wye said one of her 
first tasks would be to review the 
initiatives undertaken by 
Shailagh Keaney, the VP-Issues 
in 2004/05, to see what worked 
and what needs work. She said 
she would look to continue some 
of those initiatives, as well as 
implement some of the ideas pro- 
posed to her by the various stu- 
dents she spoke with during the 
course of her campaign.

new initiative is being introduced on campus to 
assist student looking to butt out. 



The new program, 'Leave the Pack Behind,' has 
been introduced at a variety of campuses across Canada, 
but is only now arriving in Northern Ontario. 

"It's a comprehensive tobacco initiative for smoking 
cessafion, as well as for providing a smoke-free environ- 
ment," stated Sherri Whitehead, research coordinator at 
Brock University, where the initiative is based. "The pro- 
gram is for smokers, ex-smokers and non-smokers. We 
are for all students on campus." 

'Leave the Pack Behind' offers services for those 
looking to quit, become involved in smoking policies on 
campus, and to provide knowledge and empowerment to 
students on campus. 

"To say you have a non-smoking policy on campus 



is just the first step," she stated. However, she said she 
was pleased to learn during her visit to Laurentian that no 
smoking products were sold on campus. 

"It's wonderful," Whitehead said. 

"We are not here to force people to quit. We are not 
here to ask people to quit. We are here as an information 
service and we are here to provide peer and clinical sup- 
port," explained Tricia Larose, Laurentian's campus pro- 
gram coordinator "Our resources and information are all- 
inclusive." 

The 'Leave the Pack Behind' initiative began in the 
spring of 2000, when the government recognized the 
need for a smoking program for young people between 
the ages of 20 to 24. While there were already programs 
for teens and adults, there was nothing in place to address 
the needs of this age group. So, a program was put 
together involving university administration, faculty, and 
public health services in the Niagara region. The program 
received ftjnding from the Ministry of Health and Health 




Canada, and today is 
expanding to campuses 
across the country. 

"We have just been 
given the funding to 
break into the North 
this year," Larose point- 
ed out. Laurentian. 
Lakehead University and 
Sault College will be among 
the first participants in the North, 
she noted, and plans call for the program to expand fijr- 
ther. Whitehead pointed out the program has already been 
active at Nipissing University for the last two years. 

Laurentian students can expect to see a display booth 
on campus approximately twice a week, set up at differ- 
ent locations around the university so as to reach as many 
students as possible. Larose noted students are invited to

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'Treat or Eat' event a spook-tacular success

Amidst all the ghosts and gob- 
lins out on the prowl for 
Halloween, there were also 
some giving souls out and about on 
Monday. 

Approximately 35 Laurentian 
University students took to the 
streets as part of the 'Trick or Eat' 
initiative, just one of the programs 
put on by the Laurentian chapter of 
Meal Exchange. 

"It went really well," suggested 
Erica Robinson, coordinator for the 
Laurentian chapter. "We are very 
happy with the results." 

Robinson explained that the 
students canvassed in New Sudbury, 
in the area south of Lasalle 
Boulevard, and in and around 
Smith's Market. Nearly a week 
before the big event, the volunteers 
went door to door with pamphlets 
explaining all about Meal Exchange 
and the Trick or Eat program. While 
children were walking away from 
homes with bags full of candy, the 
volunteers were walking away with 
bags full of supplies for the 
Laurentian University Food Bank. 
In fact, the group managed to gather 
1,849 pounds of food during the 
course of the evening. 

"People often had bags ready 
for us when we arrived," Robinson 
pointed out. 

This year marked the third 
anniversary for the Trick or Eat pro- 
gram at Laurentian. Robinson 
explained that the first year, some- 
one conducted the program on their 
own, on behalf of the SGA/AGE. 
Last year, the number of volunteers 
grew to 1 5, and this year the number 
of volunteers more than doubled. 

According to its website, Meal 
Exchange is a student-founded, 
grassroots, registered charity organ- 
ized to address local hunger by 
mobilizing the talent and passion of 
students. Since 1993, the program 
has helped students on 45 campuses 
across Canada facilitate the student 
donation of over 378,000 meals to 
address local hunger. This year, over 
5000 students from over 34 post- 
secondary campuses took part in the 
campaign. 

"We hold this event because 
hunger is actually quite a serious 
problem in Canada," Robinson 
explained. "I think it is surprising to 
people to find out how many people 
have to go without, and how many 
people use food banks." 

Robinson noted that the event 
would not have been successful 
without the efforts of the volunteers 
and organizations that contributed. 
She pointed out that Smith's Market 
contributed fruit platters for the vol- 
unteers, and Starbucks provided 
drinks. As well, Steve's Independent 
Grocers also contributed 15 shop- 
ping carts for the volunteers. 

"That was very helpful," 



Robinson added. 

Robinson also extended her 
thanks to the SGA/AGE, as well as 
the Graduate Student Association 
(GSA), for their assistance with run- 
ning the event. 

While the Trick or Eat program 
is now complete for 2005, Robinson 
pointed out that the Laurentian 
chapter of Meal Exchange is still 
busy working on a number of other 
programs. A 'Clear the Shelves' pro- 
gram, which involves students liv- 
ing residence contributing left over 
food at the end of the school year, is 
in the works, and Meal Exchange is 
hoping to implement a 'Skip A 
Meal' program. The 'Skip A Meal' 
program, she noted, is run different- 
ly on different campuses, but the 
general idea of the program is that it 
would allow students to donate 
points from their Meal Plan towards 
food for those in need. This pro- 
gram, she added, is still only in the 
developmental stage. 

Nonetheless, Meal Exchange is 
always looking for more volunteers, 
Robinson said. She noted there is 
always room for more people on the 
Laurentian chapter's executive. 

"You can get as involved as 
you want," she said. "We are espe- 
cially looking for first year students 
to get involved."

Kashechewan Aid and Awareness Gathering 
to be held at Laurentian Univeristy

In response to the contaminated water crisis in 
Kashechewan, members of the City of Greater 
Sudbury will be hosting a benefit concert at 
Laurentian Univeristy. The Kashechewan Aid and 
Awareness Gathering will take place at the Fraser 
Auditorium on Friday, November 4, at 7p.m. 

The event will feature storytellers, musicians, 
artists fi-om the Sudbury's Native community, as 
well as special guests speaking on the subject of 
drinking water. The cost of admissions is $15 and 
can be purchased at Black Cat Too, Laurentian 
University's Native Student Center or at the door. 
All proceeds will go to the aid of evacuees in their 
time of need. 

Over two weeks ago, the Cree community near 
James Bay learned that their drinking water was 
tainted with levels of E. coli bacteria. Since then, 
over a quarter of Kashechewan residents have been 
relocated to Sudbury, Timmins and Cochrane, while 
another 250 people have been airlifted out of the 
reserved and shipped to Ottawa because of medical 
problems associated with the reserve's contaminat- 
ed water supply. 

The amount of time residents of the reserve 
will be displaced is still unknown, however govern- 
ment officials say it will probably be another two to 
three weeks before they can return they can return 



to their homes. 

Kashechewan has been under boil advisory for 
the last two years and is only one of 5 1 Ontario First 
Nation communities that are required to boil their 
water. 

The Native community of Sudbury has organ- 
ized The Kashechewan Aid and Awareness 
Gathering to create awareness on the importance of 
potable water sources and the living conditions in 
many First Nation communities in Canada. Pine 
Needle Blankets Productions and the Whitefish 
Lake First Nation invites Sudbury residents to wel- 
come the evacuees to the area by participating in a 
night of learning and entertainment in the spirit of 
sharing.

Award nominee Kevin Shaganash, Juno nominees 
Julian Cote and Vem Cheechoo, Sweet Water 
Women, Kevin Schofield and Chris Kagesheongai, 
David Laronde, Thea Pattison and many other local 
talent.
